not explai n the stri ki ng features of 
the devi ce. 
T h e yard at Dresden is about a 
mi le 
and a half long, and has a 
uni form slope from one end to the 
other of one foot in 100 feet. 
Thi s 
grade enables all the swi tchi ng of 
cars in maki ng up trai ns to be done 
b y gravi ty, and it appears that the 
sand 
track 
is 
used 
not only in 
emergenci es, but in ev eryday work 
for the purpose of slackeni ng the 
speed of cars on approachi ng the 
swi tch 
track to 
whi ch 
they 
are 
desti ned. 
T h e constructi on of the track is 


very si mple. 
Stringers are spiked 
to the ties parallel with the rails, so 
as to enclose the latter in a ki nd of 
trough, whi ch 
is filled with sand, 
the depth of sand above the toi> of 
the rail bei ng regulated accordi ng 
to the speed

stopped.

A t l a n t i c C r r v , N . J. , xAug. 1 5 . — 
Permit me, 
from this city by the 
sea, 
to salute you and my appre­ 
ciated friends of Missouri. 
No one 
sweltering in the heated air of the 
interior can have any idea of the 
pleasure and profit derived 
from 
even a short stay upon the coast 
except by actual experience. 
But few persons but who have 
heard of the Jersey mosquito, but 
there are none of *qhat class of 
beasts’^ at Atlantic City. 
Pure air, 
fresh 
air— salted by old Neptune 
and perfumed by kissing the face 
of the coquettish old ocean— fills 
the lungs and charges the blood 
with ozone, 
gathers unlimited re- 
sources and vitalizes and electrifies 
the blood, 
and set the nerves in 
such an uproar that they imagine 
that they are celebrating the fourth 
of July with oratory, lemonade and 
Rom an candles— or have joined the 
celestial revel of the children of 
Borealis, 
as they waltz with the 
daughters of the Rainbow on the 
pearly pavements of the polar sky 
and wait for the 
coming of 
the 
merry midnight moon. 
Atlantic City is a place of rest, 
a summer resort and a winter re­ 
sort for invalids equal to any place 
on the continent in same latitude. 
Here a man may be quiet and listen 
to the song of the surf day and 
night, 
or he may be 
active and 
bathe in the surf or take a ‘ ‘hot 
salt bath*' in the bath room. 
Fine 
hotels, elegant service, 
table sup­ 
plied from land and sea; restaurants 
are supplied with almost unlimited 
menu. 
It is really a thriving city, 
growing at the rate of two thousand 
houses per year. 
Its physicians, 
lawyers, 
teachers 
and 
clergymen 
are men of character and culture. 
Electric cars run the entire length 
of the city. 
Steamers and sailboats 
leave the rock every fifteen minutes. 
T h e surf bathing is equal to any 
place on the coast. 
Here occurred 
recently one of the most disastrous 
railroad accidents in the history of 
the country; forty persons killed in

across the bay to the north and 
east, by a brief ride in the steamer, 
the pleasure seeker reaches Brigan­ 
tine beach, w’here there is a trolley 
system that, for a nickel carries the 
party seven miles on the beach, 
just above the surf, 
is in.

The current number of the weekly 
crop bulletin issued by the Missouri 
section, climate and crop service, 
weather bureau, says: 
The temperature during the past 
week was not quite so high as dur­ 
ing 
the 
week 
immediately 
pre­ 
ceding, 
but still there was an av­ 
erage daily excess of from 6 to 8 
degrees. 
Over most of the north­ 
ern counties the rainfall 
for 
the 
w^eek ending August 
15th 
ranged 
from . 50 inch to 2 inches, and in a 
few localities the ground is too wet 
to plow. 
Good showers also o c ­ 
curred in a few of the central and 
southern counties, 
aft'ording 
tem­ 
porary relief and greatly improving 
corn and pastures, but, as a rule, in 
those sections the rainfall was too 
light to be of any material benefit 
and 
the 
drouth 
continued 
prac­ 
tically unbroken to the close of the 
week. 
Late reports, 
how’ever, in­ 
dicate that good showers occurred 
during the night of the 15th and 
morning of the i6th, in some of the 
central counties at least. 
Special reports upon the condi­ 
tion of the corn crop show a rapid 
falling off throughout nearly all of 
the central and southern counties, 
owing to the continued drouth and 
high temperature. 
Early corn has 
matured rapidly and in a few lo ­ 
calities is being cut, while late corn 
has been dried up 
and in some 
counties wdll not make more than 
halt a crop 
even with favorable 
conditions from now on; m some 
localities it is already being cut to 
save the fodder. 
The early corn 
has also been cut short in some dis­ 
tricts, and many correspondents in 
those sections report that the crop 
will 
be 
considerably 
below^ 
an 
average. 
In most of the northern 
counties the crop is still doing well 
and in many the yield will be much 
above the average. 
About 50 per cent of the crop in 
the northern sections will be safe 
from frost by September 1, and the 
bulk of the crop will be out of dan­ 
ger by September 20- 
In ihe cen­ 
tral and southern sections 60 to 70 
per cent will be safe by September 
I , and much of the remainder will 
be out of the w’ay by September 15, 
though there is considerable 
late 
corn which will require until O c t o ­ 
ber I to mature. 
Pastures, in many of the central 
and southern counties, are b eco m ­ 
ing very dry, and water is failing in 
some localities. 
Winter apples are falling badly, 
owing to the hot and dry weatiier. 
Cotton, in the southeast, is being 
injured by 
the 
drouth 
and high 
temperature, 
and boll worms are 
doing 
some 
damage 
in 
Dunklin 
county.

suspected that Elston was a woman.

was 
buried by the Grand Army of the 
Republic, notwithstanding the dis­ 
covery that had been made. 
The old 
soldiers fired a 
salute 
over the grave when the coffin had 
been lowered into it, and shot and 
killed a dove which had been dying 
overhead. 
It fell at the side of the 
grave and iluttered down upon the 
coffin lid. 
The people at the grave 
regarded the occurrence with won­ 
der and considerable awe.
